Last vear the basis of our welfare work, the Poppy Ap- 
peal. achieved a steady income of £16.1 million, despite the 
fact that the major anniversaries and commemorations haa 
raced somewhat into the background, but this level of in- 
come was due to the hard work of our Poppy collectors. 
This year the combination of the Spice Girls, Dame Vera 
inn and the same hardworking collectors looks like achiev- 
ing even more. Even so, we need to get the money from the 
Poppy Appeal in quickly. and branches should return the 
Poppy Appeal collections as soon after the appeal closes 
as possible. 

The Two-Minute Silence campaign had raised the pub- 
lic profile of the Legion it had so caught the public imagina- 
uon that for 1999 and the year 2000 we may be able to 
make it an international! ! wo-Minute Silence. !t would be- 
come a symbo! of worldwide reflection on the price of free- 
dom in the 20th century. 

We are looking at a scheme to involve more of our mem- 
bers in talking to and encouraging young peopte in their com- 
munity activities and their responsibility for the future. But 
what is all this for? The Chairman reminded delegates that 
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how they were going to increase over tne next 15 years 
as our numbers reduce by about half 


but with most in their cightics. 
Changes in zovernment legisla- 
tton, particularly care in the com- ¥% 
munity, have altered the way we 
approach care tor the elderly. Al- 2H 
ready, local authorities are reduc- a 
ing What they pay to keep our resi- 
dents in the Legion's seven residential care 
homes. Also, we are havirig to upgrade our homes, at great 
expense, and we shal] need even more funds for this in the 
future - maybe more than £13 million over the next few 
years. 

The Chairman said the Legion had gone from a position 
a few years ago, when people were actively talking about 
Winding it down, to a position of pre-eminence, not just in 
the ex-service community but in the eyes of the whole county. 
We are now better understood in our work, better sup- 
poried through our appeais and donations and better at al- 
most everything we do, except perhaps tn one respect. We 
all need to understand each other and to work in partner- 
ship. We need to concentrate more on achieving that and 
less on peity squabbles. We need to communicate more 
effectively - staffto volunteers, volunteers to staff, staff to 
staff and volunicer to volunieer. It is not just a two-way 
sircet but a muhti-lane highway.

One of the immense joys and pleasures I achieve in writ- 
ing these articles (or rather pinching other peoples idea’s 
and poems) is meeting up with so many people whom I 
have got to know over many years, greetings like, I like 
vour poem about so and so, or just a simple remark like 
‘vou silly old ...” charming no doubt, but I never realised 
how tar afield the Bar Hil] News travels to many other Vil- 
lages in Cambridgeshire. A lovely young couple gave me 
the following to insert. The couple in question live in Histon 
and are not so young - Dickie and Geny Gunn. Dickie joined 
the Roval Air Force in 1938, prior to which he was an 
apprentice jockey to Rimell and quite often rode the horses 
of the Aga Khan. One amusing story he told me was that 
when the Aga Khan visited the racing stables, if he was 
pleased with the condition of a particular horse, he would 
give the stable apprentice a five pound note, which was a 
considerable fortune pre-war. True to form the apprentices 
used to share 1t amongst themselves, but on the other side 
of the coin, the stable lads worked extremely Jong hours in 
ternble conditions.

This particular woman loved 
her gin and came out with the silver tray on which was placed 
the wages for the seven lads. seven one shilling pieces, and 
the accepted ritual for each lad was to touch his cap, hold 
out his hand in which was placed the shilling piece and to 
say ‘Thank you, madam’; to just say “Thank you’ without 
the added word ‘madam’ involved a smack across the eyes 
and no wages. Who was it that said the good old days ?

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We met, we married, a long time 
ago. We worked for long hours, 
when wages were low. No TV. no 
radio, no bath - times were hard. Justa 
cold tap, and a ‘walk down the yard’. 
No holidays abroad, few carpets on 
floors. We burned coal on the fire, and 
didn’t lock doors.

and we brought them all up without any State aid. They 
were safe in our lanes and could play in the parks, and old 
people could go fora walk after dark.

We don’t think of bad times, the troubles and tears, 
but remember the blessings - our home and our love, and 
that we have shared them we thank God.
